Applicants respectfully request the Commissioner, pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1.48(b), to amend 
the above-identified patent application by deleting John P. Adelman as an inventor, in view of 
restriction and cancellation of claims during prosecution, whereby John P. Adelman's inventive 
contributions, while originally claimed, are no longer being claimed by virtue of cancellation of 
non-elected claims during prosecution. This Petition under 37 C.F.R. § 1.48(b) should be 
considered along with applicants Petition under 37 C.F.R. § 1.48(a) submitted herewith, to add John 
P. Adelman as an inventor in the application as originally filed.

Specifically, the claims of the application as originally filed to which John P. Adelman 
contributed (claims 4-7 and 11-13) were cancelled in applicants' Response filed on 01 February 
2002 during the present prosecution in view of a Restriction Requirement dated 29 March 2000. 
Therefore Adelman is no longer an inventor of the claims as pending. 

Applicants, therefore, respectfully request amendment of the inventive entity in the present 
pending application to delete John P. Adelman as a joint inventor of the pending claims.
